THE FIGHT AGAINST SILVER. 


Armour & Co., the pork and beef 


packers, who made many millions of 
dollars in a few years by buying cattle 
ami hogs at the prices fixed by the 
tmst, employing the cheapest labor 
procurable to dress them, and selling 
the meats at trust prices, recently, at 
the instance of Mr. Hanna, attempted 
to give their employes an object lesson 
on the financial question by importing 
Mexican dollars and paj ing them out 
for change. ILo object lesson was a 
complete failure, and - if the United 
States officers did their duty and pros- 
ecuted millionaires as they do poor 
men, Armour & Co. would get into 
serious trouble. 


But the Canadians are playing the 


same game with American silver coma 
that Mr. Hanna's men are playing with 
Mexican dollars, for the purpose of cre- 
ating a prejudice against silver. Every- 
where in Canada notices are posted in 
business places that American silver 
coins will not be taken except at a dis- 
count. 
They are refused on the street 


cars, at the newatands, in the hotels 
and restaurants and ths railway sta- 
tions. 
American coins are not a legal 


tender for any amount in Canada, and 
Mexican coins are not a legal tender 
in the United States, and people ure 
wot obliged to take them except at their 
own valuation. 


The astion of the Canadians, though 


intended to injure Bryan in the border 
States, has thoroughly neutralized the 
Mexican dollar business in the United 
Stated. It shows that the corns of one 
nation, not being a legal tender in an- 
otner, are accepted or rejected at the 
option of the creditor. 
.Five-cent 


pieces, which are composed of 57% 
grains of copper and 19^ grams of 
nickel, are n legal tender at their nomi- 
nal value in the United States, while in 
foreign countries they are not worth a 
cent. 


The English Parliament passed a law 


requiring tho Bank of England to pur- 
chase all gold bullion offered for sale 
at its counter at the rate of 3 pounds, 
IvjahiJliugeand 9psnce per ounce. That 
gives gold a fixed ralue and the owner 
of gold bullion will not sell it for less 
If the mints were opened to silver aa 
they are to gold, silver bullion would 
have a fixed value, and every dollar 
would be worth its coinage value, less 
mint charges, as gold is now. If the 
minta were closed to gold as they have 
been to silver for twenty-three years, 
no one can tell what its coinage value 
would be. 


Mexican dollars are not a legal ten- 


der in the United States and American 
dollars are not a legal tender in Can- 
ada or Europe, bat a Mexican dollar 
will pay lOOcents of debt in Mevicoand 
an American dollar will pay 100 cents 
of debt in ths United States, whether 
the market v^lue of the silver it con- 
tains is 60 ctmts or 100 centj, simply 
because the laws make it a legal tender 
for that amount. There is not and can 
not be a 50-cent American dollar so 
long as the law makes the coin B legal 
tender.

electoral ticket, composed of seven 
Populists and thirty-eight Democrats. 
Dudley refused. The Populists threattm 
to fuse with the Republicans, giving 
their vote to the Republican electors 
m return for the Republican votes for 
the Populist State ticket. 


Charged TVith Lauding Chinese.

trial of Richard S. Williams, ex-Ous- 
tom House Inspector, was begun to- 
day.

name of United States coinage were 
struck off as "pattern pieces" by Ben- 
jamin Dudley at the instigation of Rob- 
ert Moms and were laid before congress 
in 1783 as specimens of what the coin- 
age shonld ba They were a "mark" 
and a "quint" and thus described. Tho 
"mark"—obverse; an eye, the center 
of a glory, 18 points cross equidistant 
a circle of as many staia. The "quint" 
is similar m design, the value on re- 
verse being noted

By means of these ho conveys to 
Iho ciighio drivers tho signals which 
they cannot distinguish through the 
mist. '' Cnntiou'' is given by a single det- 
onator, "danger" by two detonators 
placed upon tho rails at a distance of 
ton yards apart Detonators are small 
tin boxes two inches in diameter, each 
containing three percussion caps and a 
small quantity of gunpowder. At the 
bn«e of each are two strips of lead for 
fastening it to the rail. They are made 
with great care, chiefly in Birmingham 
and London, and it is rarely that one 
fails to explode. The wholesale price of 
'detonators is 1 penny each, and the av- 
ercge annual consumption of each big 
railway company is about 160,000, cost-
